Benes Predicts 
a Peace Offer 


London, July 25 —(if)— President 


Eduard Bcnes of Czechoslovakia's 
exiled government, urging a second 
front in Europe in 1942, declared 
today that the Germans will offer 
peace lo Britain, the Uniled States 
and Russia by Oct. 15 if they do not 
score a decisive military success by 
that lime. 


"Foolii-;i unacceptable terms" al- 


ready are being prepared, he said 
in a talk to Czech soldiers. 


Benes spoke as ten London muni- 


tion workers, who said they repre- 
sented 4,000 colleagues, took a peli- 
tion to No. 10 Downing street, the 
residence of the prime minister, 
asking fov a western front in Eu- 
rope. 


Benes 
predicted 
that 
Hitler's 


peace offer would not be accepted 
and if the Russians hold out — 
"and I think they will"—Germany 
would be exhausted by spring. 


"How long the war will last de-

Texans Go to 
Polls Today 


Dallas, Tex., July 25 —(/T>)— W. 


Lee O'Daniel staked his meteoric 
political career today on a Texas 
primary eleclion in which he seeks 
a second senatorial term against 
two formidable opponents —James 
W. Allred and Dan Moody, both 
former governors. 


In his final 
address, O'Daniel 


sounded the refrain he has used 
throughout the campaign: "There 
ain't gonna be no runoff," adding 
that he would poll 70 to 75 percent 
of the vole. 


In closing his campaing, Allred, 


who resigned a $10,00-a-year fed- 
eral judgeship to run for the sen- 
ale, replied lo 
O'Daniel: "He's 


right — there ain't gonna be no 
runoff. And if (here is — ho ain't 
gonna be in il." 


Moody predicled there would be a

Says Tax Collection 
Plan to Be Defeated 


Washington, July 25—(/P)—Sena- 


tor Tad (R-O.) forecast today that 
the 
Senate 
Finance Committee 


would strike from the House-ap- 
proved tnx bill a proposal to col- 
lect individual income taxes by in- 
stallment deductions from the pay 
envelopes of the nation's workers. 


The senator who has opposed this 


section of the new 
$6,271,000,000 


tax bill, said that while he had 
made no canvass of committee 
sentiment, he believed a majority 
of members was inclined to vote 
against the proposal because of the 
sleep increase it would bring in 
the collection of taxes from indi- 
viduals in '1943. 


The projected 
collection levy, 


which would go into effect next 
January 1, would provide for the 
deduction 'by employers of 5 per 
cent—less some exemptions—of the 
periodic pay check of approximate- 
ly 30,000,000 persons who work for 
wages. 


The deductions also would apply 


to dividends and interest payment. 


The individual ultimately would 


pay out no more, since'the amount 
collected" in advance would be cre- 
dited against his regular income 
tax liability, but during 1943 his 
tax bill would add up to 24 per 
cent of his wages in the ordinary 
brackets. 


Maps Found on

photographs and "bomber" maps 
showing vilal spols throughout New 
York and New Jersey were found 
in the possession of one of 11 ene- 
my aliens seized in a roundup yes- 
terday, P. E. Foxworlh, assistant 
director of the FBI, reported today.

and maps, specifically designed as 
guides io enemy bombers, Fox- 
worth declared. He added lhat all 
the photographs were developed in 
Germany, leaving no doubt that 
the Nazi government had copies.

supply system, the Hackensack and 
Passaic rivers in New Jersey and 
Palerson, N. J. 


The aliens seized were nine Ger- 


mans, one a woman, and Iwo Ilal- 
ians. Fox worth said one of Ihe Ger- 
mans had been an employe in Ihe 
munitions plant at Kingsland, N.J., 
which was destroyed in a 1917 ex- 
plosion. 


One of the Italians, the FBI said, 


acknowledged serving tieh t h e 
Italian army at Tobruk in 1937.

U. S. Bombers 
Pound German

States Army bombers in seven day- 
light raids in a week have wrought 
heavy damage to the Axis ports of 
Tobruk and Bengasi in Libya and 
Suda Bay in Crete, U. S. Army air 
force headquarters declared today 
as the RAF added more than 20 
additional Axis planes to its fast- 
increasing tally of enemy craft de- 
stroyed or damaged on the ground. 


The RAF announced its 
latest 


blow at the forward landing-field 
at El Daba, cost the Axis more 
than a score of planes aground and 
three destroyed in the air yester- 
day. 


Since Sunday the field at El Daba 


has been heavily hit three times 
and that at Fuka once. Figures on 
Axis 
planes 
destroyed 
on 
the 


ground have totalled more than 80, 
in addition to some communiques 
which merely have listed "many." 


The U. S. Army Air Force head- 


quarters 
announcement on

.American bomber operations for 
Ihe week ending today said besides 
heavy damage to the enemy docks 
and installations, several medium- 
sized merchant vessels were left in 
flames and a direct hit set fire to 
a large biiip at Bengasi.

The officer seized 
my necktie, pulled it constantly 
tighter and tighter until It was im- 
possible to breathe. I then 
was 


forced to write a statement along 
lines he dictated. 


"Dynan told me 
that he had 


much the snm ecxpcricnce. A honiu 
office official demanded that 
he 


write a statement on the subject, 
'the good treatment I received from 
the 
Japanese 
during wartime.' 


When he refused he was beaten. Me 
was hit in the face and several 
teeth, in a bridge, were knocked 
out." 


In the same story Bcllairc snid 


that Otto Tolischus, chief corres- 
pondent of the New York Times in 
Tokyo, was taken in custody and 
charged with espionage and viola- 
tion of Hie national defense act. 
Bellaire's dispatch continued: 


"He was forced to sit, Japanese 


.style, with his heels against hips, 
until wounds opened on his legs. 
He WHS slapped repeatedly during 
questioning by police and once was 
partly strangled. Police threatened 
him with u court martini and a fir- 
ing squad. 


"Max Hill, chief correspondent of 


the Associated Press in Tokyo, was 
threatened with similar treatment 
unless he gave information about 
an 'alleged spy ring.' " 


(Advices received b ytlie Asso- 


ciated Press stated that Hill wag 
not actually mistreated.)
